Mr.  Ghairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1967* 


The  Health  of  the  area  is  good,  and  if  the  low  death 
rate  is  taken  as  a  measure  of  this,  the  Louth  Rural  District  is 
well  below  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

In  a  rural  area  where  sanitation  and  water  supplies  are 
not  so  highly  developed,  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is 
particularly  important  in  ensuring  that  standards  of  hygiene  and 
treatment  of  water  supplies  are  maintained  and  we  are  particularly 
indebted  to  their  work  in  maintaining  a  constant  vigil  on  matters 
of  this  nature. 

During  the  year  there  were  357  births.  This  represents 
a  birth  rate  of  18.1  per  1,000  population.  When  standardised  to 
enable  it  to  be  compared  with  other  parts  of  the  country,  the  figure 
was  20,1  per  thousand.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
17.2  per  thousand.  The  birth  rate  for  the  District  thus  continues 
to  be  above  that  for  England  and  Wales,  as  it  has  been  for  at  least 
the  past  five  years. 

Illegitimate  births  numbered  7*8  per  cent  of  total  live 
births.  This  is  more  or  less  in  keeping  with  the  rate  for  the  past 
five  years. 

Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  170  giving  a  Death  Rate 
of  8.6  per  1,000  population.  The  Death  Rate  when  standardised 
amounts  to  8.34  per  thousand  population.  The  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1967  was  11.2  per  thousand  population.  The 
Death  Rate  thus  continues  to  remain  well  below  the  level  for  England 
and  Wales. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  District  -  that  is, 
the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  year  of  life  for  every 
thousand  live  births  -  amounts  to  14.0.  This  again  is  well  below 
the  level  for  England  and  Wales  which  numbers  18.3  per  1,000  live 
births.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  since  1963  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  has  been  well  below  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  from  Malignant  Disease  numbered  3®.  This  figure 
is  in  keeping  with  those  of  previous  years.  The  commonest  site  in 
men  was  the  lung  and  bronchus,  and  in  women,  the  breast.  The  sites 
of  occurrence  of  the  disease  and  the  incidence  in  previous  years  are 
given  in  tabular  form  later  in  the  report. 
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As  was  found  last  year,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was 
Malignant  Disease  followed  by  Coronary  thrombosis  and  Angina. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  during  the 
year.  Nineteen  sixty  seven  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles  and 
notifications  numbered  203.  This  may  well  be  the  last  full  epidemic 
year  if  measles  vaccination  is  persucd  with  vigour. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  well  known  immunizations 
against  Diptheria,  ./hooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and 
Smallpox  must  be  continued  with  undiminished  vigour.  Dysentery 
is  always  with  us  and  there  are  often  minor  outbreaks.  Young 
children  are  particularly  likely  to  be  affected  because  of  less 
scrupulous  standards  of  hygiene  than  in  the  adult  and  it  is  also 
commoner  in  areas  where  modern  sanitation  is  not  available.  The 
permanent  use  of  paper  towels  or  "individual"  towels  in  schools  is 
a  "must"  in  the  prevention  of  spread  of  the  infection. 

There  are  several  areas  in  the  Rural  District  requiring 
sewage  disposal  schemes  and  approval  to  proceed  with  some  of 
these  has  been  delayed  because  of  the  financial  squeeze.  It  is 
hoped  that  some  of  them  m  iy  be  proceeded  with  in  the  near  future. 

To  conclude  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Shone 
and  his  staff  for  their  valuable  help  through  the  year,  Also  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

THE  LOUTH  HEALTH  CLI'-IC 


The  Clinic  is  the  local  headquarters  for  the  services 
run  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council.  These  include  a  clinic  for 
babies  and  toddlers  where  the  mother  is  advised  about  care  of  the 
child  and  where  its  subsequent  development  can  be  kept  under  review 
up  to  the  age  of  five  years,. 

Immunization  is  offered  against  Diptheria,  whooping  Cough __ 
Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox.  Measles  vaccination  is  being- 
carried  out  on  selected  age  groups. 

There  is  also  provided  at  the  clinic  a  speech  therapy 
service  where  children  often  in  their  early  years  at  school  can  be 
given  help  with  their  speech.  A  speech  defect  may  considerably 
handicap  a  young  child  at  school. 

A  Child  Guidance  Service  is  provided  at  the  Clinic. 
Children  who  are  experiencing  emotional  difficulties  at  school  or 
at  pre-school  age  arc  seen  with  their  parents  and  an  effort  is  made 
to  modify  the-  influences  which  arc  affecting  them  adversely. 

This  requires  close  co-operation  between  the  Child  Psychiatrist ,  the 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  the  Educational  Psychologist. 

The  Chiropody  Service  is  filling  a  long  felt  need.  This 
is  shown  by  the  increasing  demand  that  there  is  for  this  service. 
Foot  defects  become  more  marked  in  the  elderly  and  self  help  is 
more  difficult . 

The  Mental  'Welfare  Officer  plays  an  important  part  in 
helping  those  persons  who  have  been  under  treatment  for  Psychiatric 
Disorders  and  who  by  friendly  visiting  and  assistance  with  obtaining 
employment  can  be  helped  to  resume  their  normal  activities. 

The  Clinic  also  forms  the  headquarters  for  the  area  for 
its  District  Nurses  and  Midwives,  who  are  available  to  assist  the 
family  Doctors  under  the  direction  of  the  Area  Nursing  Officer. 

The  Clinic  also  provides  a  Dental  Service  for  School 
children  and  expectant  mothers  in  the  area.  For  those  children 
who  have  abnormal  jaw  and  tooth  formations,  treatment  is  provided 
by  visiting  orthodontists. 
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D .  ENVI40I :  E  EEL  HEALTH  SERVICES : 

The  Mains  Water  supply  is  provided  by  the  East  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  and  it  is  good  in  quality  and  quantity.  There  is  no 
tendency  to  plumbo  solvency.  The  fluride  content  of  the  water  as 
fluorine  is  0.08  parts  per  million,  wliich  is  low. 

There  are  5,465  houses  supplied  from  the  mains  in  the  house 
and  14  houses  are  supplied  from  a  stand  pipe  outside  the  house. 

The  figures  for  the  preceding  year  were  5,084  and  14 
respectively.  There  are  1,040  houses  provided  from  private  sources 
in  the  house  and  102  from  private  sources  outside  the  house. 

The  figures  for  the  preceding  year  being  1,216  and  148 
respectively . 

Fourty  three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Public 
supply.  All  of  these  x?ere  satisfactory  except  one  which  was 
unsatisfactory. as  a  result  of  contamination  in  taking  the  specimen. 

One  hundred  and  tirty  six  samples  were  taken  from  Private 
supplies,  all  but  one  after  chlorination  Thirteen  .ore  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory  due  to  defects  in  the  chlorination  procedure  which 
were  coirectcd. 

There  are  37  houses  with  privy  vaults  in  the  district  and 
885  houses  with  pail  closets.  This  compares  with  121  and  902 
respectively  in  the  proceding  year.  Houses  with  water  closets  number 
5,654,  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  being-  5,549 . 

Sewerage  disposal  work  extensions  are  required  at  Manby  to 
cover  South  Cockerington  and  the  North  End  of  Grimoldby. 

Donington  on  Bain  requires  sewers  and  disposal  works . 

Tetney  requires  extensions  to  the  Disposal  Works  because 
of  persistent  overloading. 

A  large  scheme  of  sewers  and  disposal  'works  is  required 
to  cover  the  villages  of  Fothcrby,  Utterby,  Ludborough,  Fulstow, 
Covcnham  St.  Mary,  Covenham  St.  Bartholomew,  Yarborough,  Alvingham 
and  North  Cockerington. 
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E  PROPHYLACTIC  :  EASURES  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Immunizations  carried  out  in  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  in 
Schools  and  by  family  Doctors  on  residents  in  the  Rural  District 
arc  shown  in  the  following  tables.  The  numbers  immunized  against 
Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  in  the  first  two  years  of 
life  arc  slightly  lower  than  last  year',  but  the  fact  that  there 
were  27  fewer  births  in  this  district  must  be  taken  into  account , 

Immunizations  against  Poliomyelitis  increased  in  number. 

There  was  a  fall  from  last  year  in  the  numbers  vaccinated 

against  Smallpox. 

The  importance  of  maintaining  and  if  possible  increasing 
the  level  of  immunization  against  Diptheria,  'whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  and  against  Poliomyelitis  was  mentioned  at  the  beginning 

of  my  report . 

I  am  grateful  to  Dr.  C.  D.  Cormac  for  supplying  the 
figures  relating  to  immunization.

The  control  of  spending  in  the  Public  Sector 
resulted  in  the  year-end  leaving  the  Council  with  no  major 
capital  works  in  prospect  -  the  first  time  for  some  years  -  and 
it  is  regretted  that  the  sewering  of  our  villages  has  come  to  a  halt. 

The  new  house  provision  of  153  is  disappointing  in  the 
light  of  last  year’s  total,  but  the  Council’s  progress  in  Grant-aided 
improvement  schemes  continues  and  the  1,286  completed  reflect  the 
efforts  made  by  the  Housing  Committee  in  this  direction. 

We  were  pleased  to  welcome  the  Council's  new  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Doctor  J.  E.  Lee  and  trust  he  will  find  the  work 
congenial  and  rewarding.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  his 
collaboration  and  to  also  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  B.  C.  V. 
Spence,  my  Deputy,  Mr.  P.  Child,  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
co-operation  during  the  year. 

I  am  continually  inspired  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  by  your  unflagging  interest  in  the  technical  matters 
which  exorcise  my  Department,  and  in  particular  to  Committee  Chairmen 
for  their  continued  support  to  our  efforts.

SEWERAGE 


Contracts  wore  completed  for  the  construction 
of  sewers  and  partial  treatment  works  at  Saltfleet. 

Also  disposal  works  extensions  and  pumping  stations  were 
completed  at  North  Thorosby  and  Binbrook.  The  contract 
at  Holton-le-Clay  for  works  extension,  rising  mains  and 
pumping  machinery  was  nearing  completion  at  the  year  end. 

With  further  building  of  R.A.F.  and  private 
dwellings  the  scheme  for  sewage  amenities  at  South 
Cockcrington  and  North  End,  Grimoldby,  is  now  essential 
if  serious  complaint  is  to  be  avoided. 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE 


The  cesspool  emptying  service  continues  to  be 
0f  considerable  value  in  maintaining  reasonable 
conditions  in  many  villages  whore  mains  sewerage  is 
not  likely  to  be  available  in  the  near  future.  The 
Council  resolved  to  increase  the  free  emptying  service 
to  domestic  premises  to  twice  annually.  During  the 
year  1,187  septic  tank  emptyings  wore  effected  and 
46  cesspools  were  abolished. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


In  providing  this  service  to  some  6,034 
dwellings,  to  throe  Royal  Air  Force  establishments 
on  Contract,  and  various  holiday  and  residential 
caravan  sites  approximately  7,600  bins  are  collected 
weekly  in  the  summer  time  and  7,130  in  the  winter 
months.  With  3t  vehicles  engaged  and  relatively 
small  labour  force  this  service  reflects  considerable 
credit  upon  the  efforts  of  the  workmen  concerned  who, 
in  my  opinion  arc  worthy  of  greater  reward.  The 
growth  of  this  service  has  now  reached  the  point 
where  serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  review, 
but  this  will  be  demanding  of  administrative  time 
and  it  is  doubtful  with  existing  staff  whether  this 
can  be  carried  out. 


STREET  LIGHTING 


This  amenity  is  in  20  villages  and  no 
further  capital  provision  was  made  during  the  year. 
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PETROLEUM  STORAGE 


The  164  promises  licensed  to  store 
petroleum  spirit  have  been  regularly  visited  and 
tho  minor  transgressions  willingly  rectified. 

No  matter  has  arisen  calling  for  particular 

comment . 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  ACTS 

AND  BUILDING  REGULATIONS 


A  total  of  700  applications  were  received 
during  the  year  and,  in  spite  of  a  continuous  burden 
of  work  upon  the  Committee  Members  (particularly  tho 
Chairman),  tho  administration  proceeded  smoothly. 

To  ratepayers'  and  local  builders  the 
practice  of  delegating  decisions  on  certain 
applications  to  the  Chairman  has  again  proved  to 
be  a  considerable  saving  in  time.  The  speed  and 
efficiency  with  which  these  are  dealt  is  welcomed 
by  applicants  and  builders. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Tho  one  Operative  engaged  on  this  important 
work  has  surveyed  758  premises  and  treated  266.  A 
total  estimated  12,686  rats  were  destroyed.
